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Queen s College and Bridge.— This College dates from 
1448 and derives its name from Queen Margaret of Anjou 
(wife of Henry VI.) and is one of the most interesting 
colleges in Cambridge. In one of the courts is a sundial 
said to be the work of Sir Isaac Newton. From the 
Garden Court fine views of the Cam, here spanned by the 
curious wooden structure known as the Mathematical 
Bridge. 
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
